Forget all the hype. Ignore all the rumours. Sony has just revealed the follow-up to the 
PlayStation. We were there. We saw it all. And now we’re gonna tell you... 


F ull details of PlayStation 2 have at 
last been announced. And the good 
news is you'll be able to play all of 
your current games on it. 

The new machine, which has not yet 
been formally named (but we'll call it 
PlayStation 2 if that's OK with you) boasts a 
whole host of improvements making it a 
% massive 60 TIMES more powerful than the 
one sitting beneath your TV. 

Sony bods have come up with an 
'emotion engine' for the new machine, 
allowing games programmers to create a 
living, breathing environment more realistic 
than any other games machine. 

Besides playing games it'll also: 

■ Play Hollywood movies on DVD. 

■ Let you surf the net, play games with your 
mates across the internet AND use e-mail. 

The machine looks likely to cost around 
€350 when it's released in September 2000 in 
the UK. Read on for the full story...

You have 
complete control over the guy in the middle, who can kick and throw the 
other guys around the room, smashing the furniture when if they hit it.

(check it out on page three), Sony will 
be sticking with the famous joypad 
symbols, and chances are it'll have the 
word 'PlayStation' in there somewhere. 
PlayStation 2's odds-on favourite. 




■ Playing games across the internet 
is all the rage at the mo. Imagine 
playing a game of deathmatch Quake 
against a mate on the other side of the 
country. Or the world! With the 
PlayStation 2 you can do it. Just plug it 
onto your phoneline. You can even 
send and receive emails. 



■ Obviously this sort of kit doesn't 
come cheap. In fact it's damn 
expensive, especially if you're used to 
paying £20 tops for a game. Word is the 
new machine will cost around £350 
notes when it's released in the UK: top 
dollar, but you do get a heavy-duty 
piece of kit for your cash. 
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Final Fantasy on PS2 will look this good. A demo showing two characters dancing together 
showed the machine's potential, their clothes and hair moving in a life-like way. Even their 
facial expressions changed as the two characters made eye contact. 


■ Only the innards of the new system were shown, the rest is still under wraps at Sony 
HQ. The design of the casing is usually the last thing that's worked on, as all the chips and 
stuff have to be shrunk down as far as possible before the shell is created. We reckon 
something will be revealed in the next couple of months...

This is what a Tekken game would look like on PlayStation 2. OK, so these pictures are 
taken from the Tekken 3 movie intro, but this roughly how good it'll look. Y'see, when the 
machine was unveiled in Japan they showed off a demo of Paul Phoenix and Jin Kazama 
battling it out in a grimy city level. It looks awesome, easily as good as the movie 
sequences, but best of all you don't just watch it, you live it... 


The new PlayStation will play DVD films, meaning you'll be able to watch top-quality 
movies on it. DVD, in case you've been away, is a new digital film format which comes on 
a CD giving you better-than-ever picture and sound quality. PlayStation 2 has a built-in 
DVD facility, but - and it's a big but - it won't be able to play these movies right out of 
the box. You'll need to splash out on a plug-in adaptor before you can watch the films.

Use your bonce when it comes to scouting. Send your boys to look at Top Scorers and check for 
form players early in the season. Here's some tips for landing your star player: 

• To get a superstar offer the best financial package possible. Go for a mid-length contract with a 
high weekly wage and a get-out clause if relegated. 

• If you're trying to sign a foreigner use the house and car bonus option to make him feel at home 

• Strikers like the goalscoring bonus, so dangle it in front of them 

• Older players tend to like a long-term contract for security. Equally, your younger pups don't 
want to be tied down so offer a shorter term deal. 

• Always offer slightly more than requested and you can be pretty certain the club won't turn you 
down (the player might, though)
